o w a nThS  T+1^1I‘es  concerning  health  tend  to  remain  stationary 
as  a whole  but  here  and  there  are  obvious  improvements.  This 
present  dictatorship  of  food  as  it  might  be  medically  described 
has  had  :no  deleterious  effect  on  health  and  I am  concerned  as 
to  the  results  we  may  again  revert  to  when  the  ban  on  sweets' 
and  foods  which  are  pleasant  to  the  palate  once  more  govern  our 
appetites.  Is  it  too  much  to  hope  that  the  population  has  been 
educated  in  this  mat  ter  and  ean  see  and  judge  for  it  self,  or  am 
I to  be  thoroughly  pessimistic  and  resign  myself  to  the  inevi- 
table call  of  the  flesh.  I only  hope  I am  wrong. 

— , rnain  feature  is  the  marked  numbers  attending  the 

Infant  welfare  Clinics  and  Ante-Natal  Clinics.  Two  full  years  ®f 
uninterrupted  changes  in  Health  Visitor’s  has  had  its  effect; 

V I-ost-Natal  cases  compared  with  17  for  the  previous  year  and 
o the  year  before  this  is  indeed  encouragement  i Many  of  the 
conditions  so  commonly  taken  for  grarted  as  sequelae  of  child 
ir  h can  be  remedied  in  these  early  days  after  the  confinement 
before  they  have  time  to  become  chronic.  Att  endances , vis  its  etc, 
have  all  increased  and  reflect  the  enthusiasm  of  Miss  Smith  and 

+ ^rin»our.Health  Visitor’s.  The  additional  appointment  of 
Health  Visitor  is  envisaged  and  recommended. 

The  Dental  Service  has  also  considerably  increased* and 
many  parents  find  that  visiting  the  Infant  Clinic  and  the  quick 
immediate  transfer  to  the  dental  officer  across  the  corridfcr  is 
indeed  a service  speedy  and  prompt, made  so  by  the  ever  wiiiing- 
dental  officer  himself.  Thus  it  often  happens  that 
the  Dentist  and  baby  meet  in  the  3rd  and  4th  month  of  life, 
surely  a good  beginning  in  dental  hygiene. 

As  before,  this  is  a v/ar-Time  Report  and  is  consequently 
scrappy  and  disjointed,  but  I hope  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
>vhen  it  will  be  possible  to  outline  and  report  in  detail  on 
many  of  the  Services  for  their  expansion  and  improvement.  As  a 
bounty  Town  we  should  lead  Ess«x  in  health  matters.  The  White 
taper  on  Health  Service  and  the  Education  Bill  on  School  Services 
are  before  us  and  the  future  h^lds  much  in  store, but  as  far  as 
- am  concerned-  Medicine , preventive  and  curative  can  have  tnly 
3ne  motto:-  The  best  canrot  be  good  enough,  and  all  should  be 
readily  available. 

Finally  I record  ones*  again  my  grateful  thanks  to 
:"rs  Falkinghorne ,Mrs . Gozs^t t and  Mrs.  Stonard,  our  voluntary 
helpers;  to  the  Healt  h Vis  it  or  ’ s and  Clerical  staff, and  to 
r»Bunter  for  their  support  and  help  throughout  the  year.

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WAR-TIME  NURSERIES. 

During  the  year  th  j three  ,Yar-Time  Nurseries  continued 
to  function  and  a Nursery  Supeiviscr  an d Superintend! ng  Teacher  ' 
were  appointed.  The  former  has  been  appointed  by  the  Essex 
County  Council  to  supervise  their  nurseries  and  she  gives  one 
day  per  week  for  this  purpose  to  us  with  the  approval  #f  the 
L inis  try  if  Health. 

The  Superintending  Teoohei  supervises  the  Wardens  and 
toddlers  work  at  the  nurser ies(3) . 

While  the  numbers  ;ould  have  been  more,  the  nurseries 
have  met  a need  and  advantage  has  been  taken  to  admit  a number 
of  problem  children  for  observation  and  guidance. 

The  katrens  and  Stiff  l ave  pulled  their  weight  and  no 
adverse  criticism  has  been  mentioned  in  their  running.  As  training 
centres  fo  r pr  obat itio ner s they  have  fulfilled  another  function 
and  if  U candidates  presented  for  examination  3 passed  the  first 
tirae  as  Nursery  Nurses  with  the  Diploma  of  the  Society  of  Child?-, 
hens  Nurseries.  Outbreaks  of  infection  have  been  watched  and 
promptly  dealt  with  by  exclusion  , Finally*',  it  should  be 
mentioned  that  Nursery  work  is  trying  and  difficult  and  calls 
f»r  much  patience.
